I am, however, puzzled by the wording (page 592, scale of maintenance 

- for water heaters)... rewash (?) or replace diaphragm assembly. During 
the past 20 years study of the maintenance of many types and makes of water 
heater, both British and Foreign, has led me to the conclusion that diaph- 
ragms anc their housings should be left undisturbed for years until sympt- 
oms (diagnosed without dismantling) show need for action. Besides the added 
costs and materials on the job, I have seen much evidence of costly damage 
due to ‘over-zealous dismantling. It may be a fact that some batches of 
diaphragms, or some design, at some time, or seme purely local difficulties, 
may have made periodic examination necessary - but this should not be made 4 
cause for increased spending on a nation-wide or even on a regional scale. 


As‘you infer, and as conditions permit, the quest ion of the availabil- 
ity of suitable labour seems susceptible: of ventilation and action. May we 
hope that very much more has been done than has been said or written?

Demand notices for gas accounts in arrears had been criticised at a. 
previous meeting of the council and the board had promised to review the 
wording. . Copies of a more politely worded notice were handed round. 
Formerly the notice read: 'Unless this amount is paid before ... the 
board will be reluctantly compelled to take: legal proceedings', The new 
notice reads: ‘It is now requested that payment shall be made not later 
‘than seven days after this notice, otherwise the board will be reluctantly 
compelled to disconnect the supply'. The council was informed that the 
final notice would not be sent out until 28 dsys after the usual request 
for payment. 


The Chairman reported on the latest position with regard to the strike 
of maintenance workers which had resulted in serious loss and inconvenience 
to consumers, and read a statement which had been issued by the Gas Council. 
He announced thit a resolution urging a speedy settlement of the dispute 
had already been sent to the Ministry of Fuel and Power, the Gas Council, 
and the North Thames Gas Board. 


It was agreed that although the council was charged only with the duty 
of considering any matter affecting the supply of gas in the area, and was 
not directly concerned with the details of the dispute, it should offer its 
services in helping towards a settlement. 


EAST. MIDLANDS _SUB-DIVISIONS. 


‘Altaretions in tho sub-divisional boundaries in the area of the East 
Midlands Gas Board came into effect on Oct.l. 


The Rotherham sub-division was abolished and merged into the Sheffield 
and Rotherham Division. Mr.E.B.Field, Menager of the Rotherham sub-division, 
became Assistant General Manager of the Sheffield and Rotherham Division. 


The. Ilkeston and Long Baton (including Kegworth) undertakings were 
transferred from the Derby sub-divisicn to the Nottingham sub-division. Mre- 
Ee Stevencon, Local Manager at Long Eaton, became an Assistant to the Manager 
of the Nottingham sub-division. 


The sub-divisional boundaries between the Derby and Nottingham sub- 
divisions were altered accordingly, and in the case of the Rotherham sub- 
division entirely deleted.

NORTH EASTERN LOCAL COMMITTEES. 


The North Kastern Gas Consultative Council has appointed six local 
committees, one for each of the groups into which the North Eastern Gas 
Board has divided its territory - namely, Bradford, Huddersfield/Halifax, 
Hull, Leeds, Wakefield, and york/Harrogate. 


The local committees will consider the circumstances and requirements 
of their particular districts with respect to the supply of gas, end members 
will be availsble for receiving, on behalf of the council, representations 
from consumers in those districts. 


Questions concerning service difficulties, complaints, and general 
enquiries will continue to be sent to the local offices or showrooms and 
will not be referred to the local committee unless the consumer is dis- 
satisfied with the treatment from the board. 


IN BRIEF. 


Gas valued at £3,000 was stated by a collector of the Alliance and 
Dublin Consumers' G&s Company to have been stolen between January and Sept- 
ember this year when & woman was recently chrged with misappropriation. 


Protest has boon made by the Penrith Urban Council against the proposed 
new gas charges in the area. The incroase of 2s.35d per 1,000 cu.ft. repre= 
sents an increase of nonrly 50%, and it is contended by the Council that the 
smaller consumers are likely to suffer most. 


The City's four M.P.s have been asked by the Newcastle-on-Tyne Council 
to holp in expediting the installation of gas and electricity in now houses 
being built in the city. It is stated that occupation is being delayed 
because these services have not been laid on. 


An intor-works knockout football competition in the Huddorsfield- 
Halifax Group (North Babtern Gas Board), in which cight teams played evening 
matches, was won by Huddersfield on Sept.29 when they beat Halifax by 3-1. 
As a result of ‘the success attending the newly-formed group sports and social 
club, Mr.J.GeTilloy, Group Goneral Manager, has offered a trophy for competition 
as the committee decides. 


Pressuro of work occasioned by preparations for the 1951 Festival of 
Britain has made it necessary to alter the programme of exhibitions showing 
selections from tho 1951 Stock List (to be displayed in the South Bank Exhibi- 
tion as 'Design Review') which the Council of Industrial Design is staging at 
Murray House, Potty France,’ London §,W.l. The Exhibitions of Office Equipment 
and Transport Furnishings, have been cancelled. The following complete the 
series: Sports, Toys and Souvenirs, Oct.1l - Nov.8, 19503 and Hotel and Cater- 
ing Fquipmont, Nov.e22 = Docel5, 1950. 
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LONDON GAS STRIKE ENDS. 


The unofficial strike of over 1,400 gas maintenance engineers affecting 
17 gasworks in the area of the North Thames Gas Board and to a minor extent 
some of the works in the adjoining Fastern and South Eastern area ended on 
Monday, Oct.9, when the men returned to work. 

The strike began on Sept.15 because a wage increase of 1$a. an hour 
granted to maintenance men at gasworks throughout the country was not considered 
enough for London and: the Home: Counties north of. the mee The strikers want- 
ed another 3d an hour, making a total increase: of 44 The Confederation of 
Engineering Unions, which negotiated the wago increase, cnkied on them to go 
back and honour their agreements. 


Gas supplies to more than 2 mill. consumers were cut, some consumers 
being entirely without gas. Many large industrial consumers relying on gas for 
the production of essential goods for the home and export market were compelled 
to close down, and gas street lighting was.completoly oxtinguished, more than 
35,000 lamps being put out of action. 


Ten of the strike leaders were sentenced to one month's imprisonment at 
Bow Street on Oct.5 for taking part in a strike in connection with a trade 
dispute vefore the dispute had been reported to the Ministry of Labour, but 
were allowed bail pending an appeal. 


PRINTING TRADE DISPUTE. 


Continuance of the dispute between tho London Master Printers' Assoc- 
iation and the London Socioty of Compositors hts compolled us once again 
‘to resort ‘to the production of an omorgency issue of the "Gas Journal", 

It should be explained that we are in no way parties to the dispute, the 
duration and outcome of which are entirely boyond our control. In the 
meantime we apologise to roaders and advertisors for the shortcomings 
inevitably resulting from producing the present Gestetner issue, and trust 
that despite the deterioration in the wire stitching they will be able to 
preserve the issue intact. 


The basis of the dispute was explained in a reprint from 'Ths Times’ 
which we circulated tc readers with the first emergency issue of the 'Journsl' 
on Sepi.6. On Sept.ll the parties to the dispute reached an arrangement 
through the mediation of the Printing and Kindred Trades Foderation under 
which normal working was to be resumed and negotiations wore to procced. with- 
out recourse to the Court cf Enquiry which had been set up by the Ministry of 
Labour. 


Before last week's issue had gone tc the machino room, however, the | 
Local Socicty of Compositors reimposed its ban on overtime and re-introduced 
certain other restrictive practices which had been observed before the first 
complete stoppage, and the Lonion Master Printers’ Association dismissed 
between 4,000 and 5,000 compositors: who would not gave an assurance immediate- 
ly to observe normal conditions of working.
